SAN ANTONIO, TEX., Sept. 10. — With estimates of the 


dead running as high as five hundred and property damages be- 
lieved to exceed $10,000,000, this city today is in the grip of the 
worst flood in its history. 


Every building in the business district stood in water ten 


i'eet deep during the highwater mark of the raging waters, 
while a vast section of the residential section was submerged. 


Five bridges spanning the San Antonio River, in the center 


of the city, were destroyed by the waters. Telephone and tele- 
graph communication, trolley service and electric lights and 
power were out of commission. 


The three newspapers were flooded and were unable to 


publish, and with no news facilities, wild rumors filled the city 
and re-lief work was badly handicapped. 


Martial law was asked of Colonel Thomas H. Slavin, chief 


of staff of the eighth corps area, and was to be granted. 


Soldiers from Camp Travis and Fort Sam Houston were 


rushed to the city to prevent looting. 


Red Cross workers were ordered to the city by acting 


Eighth Corps area Commander General John Mines to assist in 
the relief work. 


The rise of the river began at ten o'clock last night. 
Be- 


fore citizens realized the danger, a wall of water rushed thru 
the streets and the inhabitants -were held powerless in their 
homes. 


At 4 o'clock this morning the raging waters had reached 


their height and began to slowly recede. 


As the raging torrent swept thru 


the streets, entire families could be 
seen floating on the roofs of houses 
Jn thc middle of the lushing waters. 


The great loss of life, which will be 


not accurately known for days, is due 
to tho fact that the river rose so sud- 
denly Hint no warnings coiud be sent 
out.

HE disease of unemployment finds universal recognition, but 


the remedies proposed are manifold and far apart. The 


New York Advertiser, in commenting on the situation refers to 
recent utterances on the hubect by public men: 


"Every problem is soluble," said Mr. Hays. "It is simply 


a matter of a 'square deal'—exact justice for labor, exact justice 
for capital, exact justice for the public." At the same time the 
postmaster-general Avas proposing this remedy in St. Louis, Mr. 
jLJiyan in Chicago was loading the misery of the country on the 
backs of the retailers. In Detroit, Secretary of Labor Davis was 
exclaiming: "Above all else we need to shake off fear and take 
on faith and courage. 
For the lack of that courage we are 


neglecting any number of undertakings that would give a 
mighty shove to the great stalled engine of American produc- 
tion." In Baltimore, Mr. Gompers fprthrightly blamed the 
whole mess on the Republican administration, which had not 
sponsored a single bill, so far as he knew, for the benefit of the 
working people. 


If we were not aware that our unemployment situation 


were serious the variety of these diagnoses ancl prescriptions 
would convince us of the necessity for action. A collection of

of national thot and makes judgment on what should be done

"exact justice" and "take courage" are slogans which at pres- 
ent can do nothing alone. Labor is now hungry, ancl it needs 
work instead of words. 
Mr. Davis must have recognized this 


when he changed his cry of "Let everybody work!" uttered a 
few days ago, to one of "Let us find work for everybody!" 


Cities and states and the federal government must listen to 
"' 
this slogan. There are 6,000,000 idle people in the United 
States. They are a public responsibility. At the same time we 
find food for Russia we must find work for the United States. 
Congress has an opportunity to do something by sensible tax re- 
vision and a better tariff than the one it is considering. 
It can 


give back to Mr. Davis his employment service, discontinued 
thru a false sense of economy, when needed most. All govern- 
mental units can profitably turn to public works that will be 
eventually necessary. Insufficient as all these actions may be in 
themselves, they will do more than many speeches to put the 
courage Mr. Davis longs for into the laborer, and make Mr. 
Hays's plea for exact justice less beside the point than it now is.

Living Cost Mounts 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. — In the 


face of widespread unemployment and 
stagnation in the agricultural and iu-j 
dustrial lines, the cost of living con- 
tinues to mount higher and higher. 


This was shown today when the Bu- 


reau of Labor Statistics issued figures 
showing that in fifteen principal cities 
in the United States the retail cost of 
food increased from one to eight per 
cent during the
